One class of Lincoln school work 
which certainly

is the home- 
m ak ing study carried on every week 
through the wdnter at twelve school 
buildings.

S m ith-H ughes work , which p rovides 
trad e 
instruction 
for men, and 
which draw s an increasing num ber 
of local 
m en and women every 
year. 
H om e-m ak ing is the only line of 
Instruction for women 
yet map p ed 
out, but in the future trade courses 
m ay be added, 
Just as they have 
been for men. 
But the word “home- 
m ak ing’’ includes a dozen branches 
of study. 
T he 
student 
finds that 
the a rt of a housewife Is Just as 
comp licated 
when learned from in- 
•truc tors as it is when p ick ed up by 
ha rd k nock s in a bungalow. 
Miss Birdie Vorhles Is state sup ­ 
ervisor of S m ith-H ughes w ork for 
women, and John R. Pat low is the 
sup erintendent for Lincoln. H e also 
has charge, of the m en’s work . 
The only 
thing 
tha t resembles 
tra d e courses for women in the L in­ 
coln high school classes is com m er­ 
cial work , 
ho says, 
and that is 
not a p art 
of the 
S m ith-H ughes 
work . 
U nder 
the 
Sm ith-H ughes 
act of several years ago, the state 
and nation p ay three quarters of 
the salaries for teachers engaged in 
the 
work , while 
the local school 
board p ays one quarter. 
Tho p urp ose of this training for 
Lincoln 
women is to m ak e them 
better housewives and home build­ 
ers. 
All k inds of women tak e a d va n­ 
tage of It. Borne come from well- 


to-do families, m any from middle- 
class families and some from p oor 
families. 
In the sew ing classes for 
instance, there arc m any who p re ­
